One of the time periods excluded from patent term adjustment is the time consumed by a continued 
examination request under 35 U.S.C. 132(b) (§ 1.114(b)(1)). 

The Office will not suspend action in an application when a reply by the applicant is outstanding. 35 U.S. C. 

133 requires an applicant to "prosecute the application" within six months of an Office action (or a shorter 
period as set in the Office action) to avoid abandonment of the application. If an applicant files a request 
for continued examination but does not also provide any submission (in reply to the prior Office action)
